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Continuation of 2. NOTE^ The amendment filed July 22, 2003 deletes those reaction prorfflfers that are explicitly disclosed by Hashimoto 
et al. However, ftfrther consideration of the claims would be required because some of the other reaction promoters in the applicant's 
claim 7 are cl*cmically analagous to the reaction promoters in Hashimoto et al. because the only difference is, for example, the 
substitijtion of an ethylene group for a methylene group.
